Outbreaks Have Threatened 


Many Roads Reopen Shops 


Eastern Executives, After Conference, Announce 


Conditions Regarded as "Quite Satisfactory" 


Repairmen Returning, Says Loree 


'(By the Associated Press.) 


Chicago, July 10.—With increasing numbers of state troops 


and emergency forces of United States deputy marshals on guard 
•u licrcver outbreaks have threatened, the government today announc- 
ed that life and property would be protected, the mails continued, and 
interstate commerce not interrupted despite the strike of railroad 
shopmen. 


After a conference with President Harding 
Attorney General 


Daugherty said that the government-would make certain that law and 
order were preserved through the appointment of deputy marshals: 


The attorney general's announcement came shortly after Lieu- 


tenant Governor Fred E. Sterling, acting head of the state of 
Illinois, had ordered five companies of National Guardsmen to Bloom- 
Jngton to protect the shops of the Chicago & Alton railroad. The 
ordering out of- the state troops followed declarations from the 
local police that civil authority had collapsed and that the soldiers 
were needed to protect life and property. They were greeted at 
Bloomington by crowds of strike sympathizers with jeers and ribald 
comment. 


Shots Fired at Attackers. 


At Clinton, 111., where the Illinois 


Central shops have been under guard 
of state troops since Saturday night, 
when an outbreak was threatened fol- 
lowing a fatal shooting affray, sev- 
eral shots were fired by sentries at a 
group of men who were believed to 
have been advancing to attack the 
shops. 
The attackers fled, none of 


them being injured.

•where an emergency force of deputy 
marshals has been on guard since the 
iBurlmgton obtained a temporary in- 
junction against violence on Saturday, 
E9\eral hundred, strikers and strike 
sympathizers held a silent and order- 
ly parade about the shops.

CORN PRODUCTION 


DROPS FROM 1921 


Forecast at 2,860,000,000 Bush- 


els This Year; Details of 


Other Crops Announced 


Washington, July 10.—Production 


of corn, the'country's most, valuable 
farm crop, was forecast for this year 
at 2.860,000,000 bushels by the de- 
partment of agriculture today in its 
July report. This is 29,000,000 bush- 
els more than the five-year average. 
but220,000,000 bushels less than last 
year's crop. 


The country's A-heat crop was fore- 


cast at 
817,000,000 bushels, having 


been decreased by 38,000,000 bushels 
as a result of conditions in June. 


Winter wheat production was fore-

VALUE AND IKE FIX HAYING 


Early Cutting of Timothy and Clover 
.for Xutrlcnu to Acre Offset by 


I>imculty of Curln;. 


Ithaca, July 10. — Although most 


farmers have tht-lr own ideas about 
the proper time to cut hay, the state 
agricultural college says that cutting 
It at exactly the right time so far as 
the weather will allow has much to 
do with the quality ot next winter's 
forage. 


Scientists have found that red and 


alslke clover contain the most di- 
gestible food to the acre when cut 
In full bloom, but because of the dif- 
ficulty ot curing it into good hay at 
that stage, tho college advocates cut- 
inc when about half the blossoms arc 
brown. At that time the ease of cur- 
Ing offsets the alight loss in digestible 
content and production. 


If the cutting Is delayed until all 


tho clover heads are b»o\vn and dead, 
curing in easier than if cut earlier but 
results in a poor woody, unpalatable 
hay ttiat has 
ICES feeding value to 


tho acre, the college says. 


Time to Cut Timothy. 


The proper time to cut timothy, 


everything considered. 
varies 
with 


what it will be used for, according to 
the specialists. All things considered, 
including the fact that early cut tlm- 
mhy is dlllicult to cure and hurts the 
yield in later seasons uu well as the 
pressure of other work, the college 
advises cutting hay for dairy cows, 
young stock and sheep after blossom- 
ing and while the seed is forming-. 
For horses and fattening stock, later 
rutting will do. the college Bays, but 
luirvest should never be delayed too 
long or the hay will be tough and 
woody and tho seeds will shatter. 


All animals like early cut timothy 


better than late cut 
and 
the hay 


sterns quite palatable when cut be- 
fore the seeds foitn. Cut later than 
that it loses naUitabllity rapidly. 


College Investigations 
show 
that 


the most hay is produced when tim- 
othy is cut just as seeds are forming, 
the next largest amount 
when 
the 


seeds are doughy, and the next larg- 
est when the plants are In full bloom. 
Digestible food elements, however, are 
shown to be present in largest quan- 
tity to the acre In hay cut in full 
bloom; next largest it 
cut when the 


seed is f9rmlng, and next largest when 
the seed is In the dough.
